. who has arrived in this city from Hav- 
ana gives the following account of the 

execution of seven persons which took 
* place on the 26th ultimo on a phiii- 
tatiou in Cuba called ElSantou Cristo. 
This plantation is owned by Francisco 
Gonzales Arago, and is tituaLed in 
Vuelta De Ahajo, near Quibicon, in 
tbo jurisdiction of Bojuel. It scenis 
a female slave resisted the advancGs oT 
tho overseer of tho jjlautation, who 
thou told such stories about tho wo- 
mon that her owner ordered her to bo 
severely Avbippod, and when tho ])un- 
ishment was about to be inflicted it 
was found the wonmu would kuou be- 
come a mother. Her fellow slaves 
thought on that account she might 
escape, but she was whipped in a ter- 
rible manner. During the whipping 
her child was born, and her husband 
and six other slaves then plotted to 
Ivill their master in revenge for the 
brutality jn'acticod upon the woman, 
but failing to find him at the appoint 
ed time, they kilkd the overseer. 
Arago, the owner, reported the kil]?ig 
of Mayoole as only the first step to- 
wards causing an insurroclioii among 
his slaves in favor of tho insurgents, 
and that those engaged were conspir- 
ators. After a trial by court martial, 
in wbioh they were sentenced to be 
sliot, another trial took place, and 
seven were condemned to death. The 
sentonco was soon executed at Arngo's 
])IiLntation. Q'he mother of tbo liiis- 
band of the woman subjected to bas- 
tinado being compelled to stand first 
in, the line of slaves paraded to wit- 
•n'esB the shooting.

Alfousists, and fired upon thorn. Tho 
French replied, and the engagement 
lasted ten minutes.

It is saiil'th'afc in 
consequence of this occurrence and 
the possibility of a similar cotiiplica- 
tion, Souor Molina, Spanish ambassa- 
dor, has abandoned his intention of 
going to iMadrid to take his seat in the 
Senate.

A telegram 
from Madrid announces that King 
Alfonso started from Vittoria last 
night; foreign roiM'eseiitntivos uccom- 
paniod him to tho train. Loiua, before 
joining Mpi'iones, caplu rod tho Car- 
list arsenals atEybar, Placencina and 
Espacron. 

A 'Times' correspoudout with tho 
Carliats, in a dispatch dated Toloso, 
Fobruiiry 1-ltli, says: "Yosterilay tho 
Caiiists repulsed Quesuda near Elorio. 
The Alfonsists lost 2,UUl)mon, and the 
Oarlists 200." 

Tho correspondent of tho 'Times,' 
with tlio Carlists, who reported in a 
dispalch dated the lith that tho Al- 
fousists, under Quesada, had been re- 
pulsed in the battle of the 13th with a 
loss of 2,1)00 men, cxplaiiiH that the 
tolegram was sent ofl' before tho buttle 
was liiiiMued, iiiul hu now states that 
roinforcoinoiits id'torwards arrived 
for tho Alfousists and tho Carlists 
were repulsed. 

The 'Post's' special announces that 
Count Von Ainiui has been summon- 
ed to Berlin to stand a trial on a 
charge of treason, for publishing tJio 
pamphlet "PiD Nihilo." It is stud 
that the Count has decided to disobey 
the summons.

Tlia eleotiqn of a ropresentivtivo to fill 
the vaoanoy in the Local Legislature 
created by tho nceept;itioii of ofTioo by 
Premier Elliott took ithwo yeHtonlay in 
this city amid most intonso exciLomont 
and general good fooling. Tho candi- 
dates wore Hon. A. C. Elliott, Prciui(u-, 
■who sought ro-el(.'ction at tho liftiid.s of 
hin constituency, and Mr. Simoon Duck, 
the defeated candidate run by the Wal- 
kam QoTsrQtnent party last general eleo- 
tion. The friends of each candidate were 
bent on doing their utmost to securo tho 
election, but ■whilst tho supuort'.ir.s of 
Mr. Elliott onlj- regarded tho conlestas 
n question as to the majority to bo ob- 
tained by that gentleman, tho Uuckitcs 
strained every nerve to obtain for their 
nominee a respectablo Yote;tho ballot was 
therefoTo heavier than any yet recorded 
in the Oi^iy. The poll opecod at 8 o'clock 
at the Police Barracks, Bastion Scpiaro, 
tho first vote given bsing cast by Mr. K. 
H. Wilson. A long string of electors 
anxious to exercise their privilege then 
kept the Returning Oflicor, A. F. I'cm- 
lierton, Esq., and tho Poll .tUerksveiy 
bmily engaged until 10 o'clock, when 
253 votes had been oast; at noon this 
number had iQoreased to upwards of dOO, 
and at 3 o'clock in the afternoon uo loss 
than 610 voters had placed^ their ballot 
papers in tho box. Every efl'ort was now 
j)Ut forth by the friends of both candi- 
dates and at the close of tho poll, nt 1 o'- 
clock, out of a total of 810 electors tho 
usual number of 750 votes had been re- 
gistered. Several attempts at false vot- 
ing were made by friends of Mr. Duck. 
In one case a sporting man named Wa- 
ters was detefetcd personating one iingh 
Waters, who is couti-^ed to his houif with 
a broken leg. Whon tho oath was of- 
fered him ho fled. It is proiitr thai Wa- 
ters and the men who put him forward 
should understand that the penalty 
attached to the ofTence is a vurry 
grave one under our laws. Xuuii'i- 
ous bets wore made by ontoido partii-s, 
the Dnck party domanding oxtraorilin- 
ary odds before they could lu- iucluci.Mi to 
back their niau. No money olitain- 
able against the netiuil return of Mr. El- 
liott, tho betting being 5 to I! that he 
■would bo elected by lOU majority, or '2. 
1 that he ■would bo returned by 00 major- 
ity. The counting of the ballot papers 
•was carefully ■watched by agents of both 
parties, and as the words "Elliott!" "El- 
liott!" "Elliott!" camo from tho lU-tiirn- 
ing Officer's lips ■with uow ami again 
"Duck!" the friends of tho latter gonilo- 
man realized that their doooi was boaled 
and that the ring of rings had been utter- 
ly demolished.

First, will you Idiully imforin mo in 
what sense a Public School toachor is 
a Cxovenmieut nominee — certainly he 
draws bis stipend from tho public 
fuiidy, but I am not awaro that tho 
(iovorniiient hiivo aiiytbiii;^' to do 
either collectively or individually with 
^appointing., or dismissing a single 
teacher in the Province; he or she is 
rosponsililo to his or hor TrustooH and 
thoy to tho Hiiperintondont aud ]5oard 
of I'jducatioii and to public opinion. 

Will you nlbo kindly inform mo why 
a public school toacher ia not as much 
entitled to hold, express, and main- 
tain, by his vote a political opinion 
equally with a raeohanio, a farmer, a 
merchant, a paymaster or evou an 
editor aud uowspapor proprietor.

Tho iutoUigonco has arrived from 
Victoria, B. C, that llio Government 
of Mr. Walkom has been defeated, be- 
ing in a minority of throe in the House 
on division upon a vote of censure up- 
on tlioir Administration. Tiio qucstiou 
which appears to have brought about 
their down fall was their policy iu 
pledging Provincial sub.sidio3 to tlio 
Canadian Government in return for 
money whicli tlioy have borrowed. So 
far, we aro not iu tho posscs.siou of 
anj' news as to who will probably bo 
their successor.s, but it would be au 
extraordinary thing indeed if the 
ciiange were not in the interest, not 
only of British Columbia, but of the 
whole Confedoralion. Our Consorva- 
tivo contemporary expresses the hopo 
"that Homo method may bo adopted of 
a nature calculated to settle this vexed 
question of tho Pacilic Bailroad." 
This, indeed is the hope, .of . every 
patriotic Caniaian, but to prevent the 
nou-fulfilinent of it, and to embarrass 
iu every imaginable way, not only the 
present Government, but the whole 
Dominion, were the eutiro efforts of 
Mr. Walkom aud his colleagues direct- 
ed. Tho history of their Administration 
of tho afiiiirs of their own Province, 
apart altogether from federal con- 
siderations, has displayed uncommon 
recklessness and extravagance, and the 
indebtedness to which they h^d cpmmit 
ted the good faith of British'Columbia 
so largely in excess of its moans of 
raising a revenue, that the wholo of 
Canada could not but bo interested in 
bringing about some alteration. It 
will be a bad Government indeed 
upon whom shall next fall the_. re- 
sponsibility of carrying oh the anilirs 
of British Columbia, if it does not turn 
out a very great improvement upon that in 
which tho Legislatiiro of the Province has 
just declared a want of confidenae. 
In a new and sparsely populated 
country like tho Pacilic province, tho 
number o'i men of great ability wdio 
turn their attention to political mat- 
ters must of iiece.s;sit\' bo somewhat 
limited. It would be au injustice to 
Mr. Walkem, however, not to admit 
that so far as mere ability is concern- 
ed, he appears to bo one of British 
Coiuiubia's foremost rnoii. But it is 
needless to say that neither the elo- 
quence of a Deuiostheaes nor the 
statesmanship of a Csesar is required 
ill the iiu'ii who are called upon to ad- 
minister the all'airs of tlio few thousand 
poo2:.le who arc found scattered over 
the alluvial plains and auriferous 
mountains of the Pacilic Coast. What 
is wanted is honesty and a sincere de- 
sire for the welfare of the Province 
and tho Confederation. Mr. Walkem 
was altogether too imi)ortaiita person- 
age for tho i)ositioii ho lilled. If ho 
had beou tho Sullaii of Turkey, or the 
Shah of Persia, he could not well 
have surrounded himself with more 
appearance of 'pomp and circum- 
stances.' It remains to be seen how 
those who aro iibout to stop into his 
hIioos, and the shoes of his lato col- 
leagues, will deport tlioiiisolves, aud 
we shoukl bo doing injustice to our 
fellow countrymen in the far. West if 
wo did not express a hope and enter- 
tain a belief that the new men will be 
less dispcjsod to agitato, and protest, 
and create disturbauces about moro 
quibbles, and-more disposed to act 
as becomes patriotic and self-respect- 
ing citizens of tho great Dominion of 
Canada than their predecessors. There 
never was a bettor opportunity for 
now men to win tho coiilldenco of 
their follow citizens aud a long and 
firm lease of power than is now offered 
to the new Government of British 
Columbia.

ANTICIPATED DELUGE OF 
BILVEli. 



When Dr. Liudorman, Suporiuton- 
dent of the Mint, mado his Hying visit 
to tho Pacilic coa.^t last year, inspect- 
ed the mines and mills of the Oom- 
stock, and witne^si^i ffie'sprddigipus 
scale of the operotions' carried on in 
that locality, ho very naturally con- 
ceived the idea that the enormous 
product of those mines might result 
in making silver a drug in tho market. 
Ho es^'.imatod the gold and silver pro- 
duction of the whole country. forV ■yie 
year 1S7G at the amazing suiii of - 6n^ 
hundred millions of dollars. The 
average yearly production of gold iu 
the United States from IS 19 to 1873 
has bBeh450,80Q,000:i: Tho averago 
production of silver from tho dato of 
the 'Washoe' diseovorios in l.SoiJ to 
1873 has been §13,300,000, making 
tho averago of both $01,100, 000. If wo 
were to accept it as a reasonable cal- 
culation that tho product of tho bo- 
nanza mineS' during the proRoiit year 
ia to amount to the sum of f35, 1)00, 000 
(tho diffe rcnco between tho average 
product aud that which Dr. Linder- 
mau estimates for 187(),) and if we 
shared tho popular impression tliat 
these mines yield nothing but silver, 
it would be easy to understand and 
natural to share the prevailing fears 
iu regard to an over-production of sil- 
ver. But when wo call to mind the 
fact that tho bonanza mines, instead 
of producing silver exclusively, yield 
nearly lifty per cent, of gold, 'wo aro 
justilied in fooling somewhat roassur- 
rud. In the light of tho woll-ascor- 
taiiicd facts of the case, it is not roas- 
onablo to anticipate any such fall in 
the relative value of silver as shall 
make it unsuitable for a circulating ■ 
medium. Should Dr. Liiiderman's! 
estimate of tho product of our mines' 
for 1870 prove to be not exaggerated, 
still much tho greater part of it will 
bo gold. Besides, the u.so of silver in 
the arts is increasing daily, and its ap- 
plications aro becoming more numer- 
ous with tho progress of invention. It 
is truo that its value rolativoly to gold 
has constantly fluctuated. In somo 
countries it has at times risen above 
gold, weight for weight, and on the other 
hand is has sunk to' less than one- 
eighteenth of an equivalent weight iu 
that metal. Tho demand for silver for 
plate, i)lated ware, and for use in 
photography, electro-metallurgy, and 
for other purposes, will maintain its 
intrinsic value at a high standard not- 
withstanding all tho increase in the 
supi^ly which there is at present any 
good reason for autici23ating. It is 
already beginning to bo recognized tha 
Germany has mado a grave mi.stako in 
demonetizing silver, and it is probable 
that siio will boforo tho close of the 
present year correct that error by ro- 
turning to the former system. Twenty 
millions of silver annually go to British 
India from China to pay for opium of 
Patua, Benares' an^-JCulFftr aud bo 
coined iu rupees. .This has been go- 
ing on for the last thirty years, and 
yet at tho last advices silver command- 
ed a premium of one half per cent at 
Calcutta. As fust as new mines aro 
discovered old ones are exhausted, aud 
there appears upon the whole to be uo 
good reason for apprehending that 
the increased yield of silver is to bo so 
great as to produce a disturbance in 
the commercial world. India aud 
China steadily absorb a vast amount 
of silver, and thoy are likely to con- 
tinue for at least a generation to come 
to be greedy absorbents. The iittenipls 
repeatedly- made by the J'lnglish Gov- 
erumeiit to introduce a fjoid currency 
into her Indian possessions have utter- 
ly failed.and there seems to be no'pros- 
pect of any better success in the im- 
mediate future. Tho forty or lifty 
millions of silver thrown out of circu- 
lation in Germany l)y tlio financial 
policy recently adopted in that country, 
while it temporarily contributes to tho 
depreciation of silver, can have no 
permanent effect. The whole auiount 
will bo rapidly absorbed in tha Orien- 
tal countries, liver since 1857, gold 
has been falling iu value — or purchas- 
ing power — and until the traditional 
ideas and commercial habits of tho 
Eastern nations with their vast popula- 
tions shall undovgo a radical change it 
is not probablo that the value of sil- 
ver as compared with that of gold will 
suiror any i)orinaiioiit do])ro.ssion, — 
San Francisco Clironiclo." 
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lovo of perfect work, no pride in it,

Unquestionably, iu many things the 
jrld and our part of it improves, but 
morula and manners we do not, and 
good work we do not.

anco, but with less personal develop- 
inont. There ia less integrity.^i leas 
industry, and lo.ss of recognizod ac- 
jco.antability to God aud country. We, 
[know how to make swift journeys, but 
forget how to make haste- slowly. We ■ 
'incur debts, and fail'fo" the'! tune '.of' 
two hundred millions a yoar, and two 
ithon.sand millions in five years. We 
build churches that cost from ?100,000 
to $l-,000,OGd, and ' jplastor them all 
over with debt" and mortgages, leaving 
to tho worshippers burdens which 
thoy in vain attempt to carry. From 
•jO to lOO of our New York churches 
are covered w ith debts of from $50,000 
to §350,000 each of which it is simijly 
impossible to pay. This church ,qr- 
travagance is only part and parcel ' of 
tbe general profligacy growing out of 
war aud paper money. The sooner 
we take somo steps backward to the 
good of the past tho bettor for all cor.- 
corned. It is rather the moral than 
the physical aspect,' which' h'as' 'thS 
dark look. We see life, greatly 
prolonged, sickness greatly ame-^ 
lioratod, tho death list greatly dimin- 
ished, disease mastorod, and many 
real advauooa made, but we see. also 
tho evils pointed out, which we all 
would be glad to have cured, as all 
of them are capable of remedy.

In any action or con- 
tract, the fourth modilication provides, 
if tho owner insuroa a ship, such in- 
surance including, what ^iai 'ihxovp^a 
outtit, furniture," elic.^ "also" fnsuSls 
freight, reckoniuo; .'any of the charges 
included iu tho insiirance of the shij), 
the latter will be deemed double iu- 
surancQ 'pro tanto.' The following is 
the fifth modilication:— The shipown- 
er can. not recover on ta.tyne.pohoXyif 
tho loss is occasioned' IrsfMnslywiSttBi- 
ness, iirovided the unseaworthiness 
existed whon tho vessel was last in 
port, or could have beou prevented by 
reasonable care. For tho purpose of 
this section, unseaworthiness from de- 
feetiVe'hull,.or.fro.m,.over-lading,shall 
iilone be deetned un&^aworthiness.
